Kfar Saba, Ra‘anana Na- 
thanva, Hadera, Kiryat Yam, 
firvatyMotzkin and Tiberias 
The percentage of high 
school students in Israel is 
surprisingly low, and is esti- 
mated at not more than 15 per 
cent. This is partly due to ex- 
cessive school fees, which have 
varied from 1.35 yearly 
in municipal schools to 11.170 
in private schoois, and have 
now been increased by another 
2% per cent, Since Hebrew text- 
books are generally expensive 
and the cost of living is rising, 
the equivalent of the salary of 
a senior official is required to 
keep a child at high school. 


The municipal schools, in 
spite of lower fees, do not, 
however, offer a satisfactory 
solution. They only admit pu- 
pils with exceptionally good 
report cards, who must aiso 
get outstanding results in the 
various tests and. exams. 
These tests, however, overem- 
phasize speed at the expense 
of.quality. The gifted pupil is 
often one-sided in his talents, 
and his brilliance in ay sub- 
ject may be incompatible with 
high marks in -others. Some 
children, moreover, dread the 
spirit of competition and com- 
pulsion in which fair exami-

~The other schools are often 
not free from similar defects, 
though generally in a milder 
form; yet they charge almost 
prohibitive fees, This state of 
affairs is bad, and is reflected 
in the matriculation examina- 
tion siatisticS. This year’s re- 
sults are a warning. In spite 
of a lowering ef standards the 
percentage of failures is alarm- 
ing. in some «schools, for exam- 
ple at Giv’atayim, up to 80 per 
cent did not pass the exami- 
nations. At Ra’anana 714 per 
cent failed; at two of the 
schdels “ii.. Petah Tikva 52.6 
and 43.8; Tiberias and the Fve- 
lina de Rothschild College had 
57.1 and 58.3 per cent failures, 
respectively; Rehovot 31 per 
eent, In Tel Aviv the  muni- 
cipal high sthools had a re- 
markably tow percentage of 
failures ranging from 2.2 te 
95 per cent, while at time-ho- 
noured “Herzlia College.” the 
first Hebrew coilege in the 
country where many present- 
day leaders were educated, fail- 
ed 34.6 per cent. At “Geulah” 
45.1 Der cent f. .ed, at “Tikhon 
Hudash” 19.7 per cent and at 
“Shalvah” 253 per cent. 

These figures are, however. 
not self-explanatory, as some 
schools, for example “Shalvah.” 
admitted all pupils to the exa- 
minations, while “Tikhon Ha-j 
dash” ari the municipal 
schools made a last minute!

“screening” may be generally 
accepted in the coming exa-/ 
minations to bring down the 
statistics.

Javits, a member of the House 
Foreign Affairs Committee, also 
released a letter from the Stafe 
Department on the ultimate status 
of “ever 990 major war criminals 
held outside of Spandau Prison 
in Berlin, where those convicted 
by the international Military Tri- 
bunal at Nuremberg are con- 
fined.” The State Department iet- 
ter said that their status would 
be determined by a woard com- 
posed of three Germans and three 
allied members: one each from 
France. Britain ind the United 
States 

Emphasizing the importance 
of the matter as a “political 
question,” Javits said: ‘Treat- 
ment of German war _ crimi- 
nals... represents the deciding 
factor in’ determining whe- 
ther the aggression and out- 
rage of civilized values prac- 
tised by Germany under Hit- 
ler has been forgotten or 
condoned.”

To the Editor of The POST 

Sir, — While agreeing fully 
that if we are faced with a 
potential epidemic of typhoid 
fever it is wise to immunize 
the population. it is living in a 
fool’s paradise to leave it at 
that. Firstly, although inocula- 
tion confers immunity for three 
years, public fieaith experts 
agree that in typhoid endemic 
areas, annual inoculation is 
necessary, because in the face 
of massive infection, immunity 
is quickly broken down: that 
is, an indcuiated person con- 
stantly drinking infected milk 
or water hasa very good chance 


of contracting typhoid. Second-. 


ly, research has shown that over 
90 per cent of recent typhoid 
epidemics are due to inade- 
guate supervision of drinking 
water. The use of urtreatec 
surface supplies, contamination 
of underground water supplies 
‘visit some of our settlements 
to see this), inadequat® purifi- 
.cation methods. the contami- 
nation of water in coliective 
and distributive systems —these 
are the main causes of typhoid 
epidemics, and all are prevent- 
able. 

Boiling of drinking water for 
20 minutes renders it free from 
typhoid contamination, and if 
the public health authorities 
find sources of pollution, the 
public should be informed. 

Milk-borne epidemics should 
not occur there is no need to
